liau^s in London ! Sure enough, on reaclii 
capital, I found a look Ly niyseir, of wbiiik::^^^ 
Lad ue^sr heard. It seems that some one ^^ 
taken from mj sermons, published everj ^^^3,^ 
siLch extracts as were fitted for standing alo^f, 
nnd framed thom into a book, baptizing it '^ EoyT 
al Truths/' of wliicL, as you ■will see by 
copy which I sund you, six editions had be 
published in 1862, and I know not how many 
aiuce. The book ia, tLereforOj mine, and not 
mine. T runiisl^ed the contents, but neither 
sclootcd theni) nor gaye tJiem a name. 

My Burprise at this unconscious anthoriiliip 
would liare been greater, if I had not already 
had a not difisiniiiar cxponcncOt which, perhaps, 
it may be amusing to narrate. 

In 1861 or 1362^ a gentleman in New York 
happened into a friend's store, a pubhahcr, who 
haiidtd him a little book, called '^ Aids faj Prayer," 
saying that il was an English work, just sent 
OTor to him, and that ho liked it so much that 
ho immediately i^otcnnicied to republish it for 
American reading. The gentleman look Lome 
the work, and tho next day returned to the store, 
saying, '^ I like yoiu* littlo book very much, and 
-ulwa^i have" — "Wliy; what do you moan?" 
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'^ The Look ia mado up wholly, except some toxta 
aud liymiis, of Mi-- Boeulier's writings, and maj 
bo found ifl 'Views and Espenences,' " Tlier&- 
Tipoii, tbc mortified but innocont publisher post- 
ed tlie book to me, with apelogics for violating 
copyrights, etc. The work bad, with a single 
exception, boon t^ikcn bodily from the English 
" Summer in the Soul,'' vrhicb was tlie new name, 
giTon without my knowledge, by London pub- 
lishers, to my book colled '^ Views and Esperi- 
enoea in Religion." Nor was there a bint of 
its Transatlantic origin or authorship, — for fear, 
eaid the publisher, that others would '^ print it 
upon him,'* (I Ibink that is the phrase,) unless 
they supposed it to he an original Englisb book I 



"Royal Trutbs'' has been useful abroad, and 
may do good at Lome, — in pari, because the 
sekctiona are short, and can bo rood in mo- 
ments, when a book demanding boura would 
bo rejected.

afraid ifiat if llier allowed them to use their hands they 
wou!J do mischief, and 30 they kept them tied. Tha 
cuiir^j]ueiice was that wlitm they were eighteen, or nine- 
teen, or twenty years of age, — just at that criticol period 
when reaction is most apt to come ; just nl that critical 
jirricxl when the child puh&tis fiiim boyhood to manhood ; 
jnflt at that critical period when the parent throws the 
child on bu own responflibilitj^ — the eon&equeaee was 
that tliGu tbijsc children dJd not know how to ataml, or 
waikn or take care of themselves, and they rtctit to tlie 
devjll AiiJ people said, *^ That is what eomsB of ChriB- 
liBJk Leiiehing.

TTie iDfluence cf Lhe uc^lect 
waa Ihereforc BuperGclah The parenta were praciiiirg 
aelt'-roliaiico^ And the children, gaining confidenoo from 
tJieir pTtaTiiple, practised it also, Thfl coniwq^iience was 
that lUe children, when the pnrciite t!ieil, or when they 
went out frcm under the paraurnl roof, know how lo 
stand on their owa root, aad were saved.

I 
think ihat when w« first bend o^er ohc nwn cradle God 
throws bock the tetnple door^ and reveab to ua the ssr 
cre<diLC^ nnd my^tcty of n fatlior'a and a moLher'B love to 
na. And 1 think rJ^nE in Inter yeai'^r ^hen thoy have 
gone ttim u*, there Ja alwnys o, certain aorrow thnt we 
cAiinot li^ll them that we hare found it out- - J tbinJ^ that 
one of ihe deepest experiences of Ji noble naliire in refer- 
ence to loyed ones that hfl^e passed hejoad thb world, is 
the thought of what he might hav^e t>een to them, and 
wbat he might have done for them, If he had known, 
while ihe^ ivere Jiviugi what he han JeorDei aicce they 
died- 

Now, whfn T think of the Irwe ftf Christ, and the love 
of God in Chriat, overbaiijpug my life ; when I Ibitik of

Men h^Tc symbolized it in their churchea* Stoac ahove, 
stone bolow, and Btone on oiEhsr bund I Darlcno^ in (ho 
rnof^ snd darkrcss in the window! Churches have been 
crypts. It would seem oa though moa hsA drjiwn Lbeir 
coiiiveptions of (be Bunctunrj liom the places afwor&bip 
of the fiflrlier ChriaiEans who were forced to worship 
under ground. Cathedrals and churches liave been dimly 
lighted ; iLiii tho litiio Ji;j;ht (hat has come iiito them baa 
come tlirougii paint and gi^und glass Jn a nay that baa 
loi^iuterpreted God's hunUght. And men liuve enleiod 
them eliuflderiogT and oo tiptoe^ ns if tUo presonce of 
God was to he dreadeJ ; have bowed dowa aa if to wor- 
ship Him was the must terrible tiling lu the norld; liave 
liaeo up acapcely daiinff tc» whipper; and have hurried 
opt as if they b^id beca disembodied splrita, rather than 
warm-bearled rnen of flesh »nd blood. The eoneepiion 
of worship boa been eomhre and dark. It h&a been 
beathen ; for the conception of woraJiip ia Cbri^t'e timo 
was ad ligbt aq the rntiopy af ]iGavf!n. A moat noble 
doctnne of Christian life was that which tho Saviour 
taught when He declared that whatever proceeded from 
any heart Glodward, wa;* iruo woPBhip; and that not in 
Jeru^nlenif nor in ihc mounEain of Samanaf nor iu any one 
place» but wherever a heart went out to God. wiis accept- 
ftble worsliip. In that great tea^zhing Chriat showed us 
thst worship is to bo Christian I j^cd. Wo are in the 
bouda.;;o of old EuperetitioD, and the woraliip offline han- 
dred ami ninety-nine chureheB in a thousand is yet tinged 
with thtj fiombrene^s iUu&triiLive of the beuthen elemeiLt 
of fcur. The hg^Ltncas, the gayctVi the cbeer of true wor- 
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ship, ia but little kDovD Among Enen. What the hila 
of cliilrlren ia, breaking awHy frotii maslera ant\ si-hooK 
ftud romping home to oTCrpowcr ihc houae!it»ld with joy, 
such ifl to bo the wor&hip of God*a childreo. The nuuo 
of ^af^^ ought QDt to make any maD tremble LiinL 
chUd.

But o mt\.n that is n uiituml-bom governor; a man w 
3e]f-e*teem and iirmneaa are large, aad wlios© benevo- 
lence and ^odal facultJea are umnll, iii intiTprtliiig mon- 
archy* and applying it to Gcd^a gorerumtnt, will think 
and feel that a being tliat poseesdes supreme pcin«r hoa 
righl to govern as ha plfta-siis.

Tha 
time conBumed ie not the chief evil; bat the perversi 
of tasie, the deatructi'jn of a Ijeartj reliah fM the sober 
ccrhiintica and HolcmEitiCE of God'fi Word. Wfi havQ 
fallen off ifnmensely nn ihe isirfe of religious culture, —^ 
efi.rnest» prolwL^d, ImbUujil* domestic, religious culture 
conducted by the reading of God's WonJ and by praj 
and its family inlliiciK^^i. And tbifl fenjpni'y ifl *iiill f\x 
Iber uugmeuted by the increase of rehgious booksi 
tracU, of biographiea aud historieSj of oommontariea, 
whioh tend to envelop and hide the ITord of God from 
(JUT mindt. lit other wurdp, these (hingii wluL-h are eaUed 
<' hi^lps " h&ve been incrca^J to each a degree^ and bftVA 
corns to oceujiy eo much of our attenticmf that wheu wo 
b&ve r«»d our hidpB, wy bave no lima ieft to rwid the 
thing to be helped ; and the Bible is covered dovea aud 
lost under its " helps," Far be it from me to say that 
WB are worec liiT with all the Iwoks in our libraries thaa 
vrc would be without them ; but wlnle we aro lo bnTo tbd 
benefita of these, we are to mark thi^ tendency tg 
I allude- 
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oomea into the soul ! The great fiod, so prolific of 
tliouglit. so eudlesa id dlyersily of function, liaa o. millioTi 
vtxjB by wLich to cE^reea Him^clK. He, in Hia power, 
wnrtft on tho soul not llirough one thing filone, — ool 
alone ibrougL steeple, nor meeliTig-Louee, nor lectuie- 
rcom, nur closet, though oflon and much Ihrou^li Iheeo ; 
but through ill things, — Ibrongh the henvenly bodies, 
snil animnla, and insect?, and worniSi and el(JU[]aT im^l 
mourLtainBi and oceaDs, and rivers, and tho prodnciions 
of the enrth ; and not by these only, hwl hy everything 
tliat affects man'a (^oiafort and liEtppmcs^ ia tbi^ lite,- — !iy
